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FCC Changes The Business Content Guidelines 


As reported in the August 15, 
1993 issue of the W5YI Report. 
Part 97.113 Prohibited 
Transmissions 


(a) No amateur station shall 
transmit: 

(1) Communications specifically 
prohibited elsewhere in the Part: 
(2) Communications for hire or 
for material compensation, 
director or indirect, paid or 
promised, except as otherwise 
provided in these rules: 

(3) Communications in which 
the station licensee or control 
operator has a pecuniary 
interest, including 
communications on behalf of an 
employer. Amateur operators 


availability for sale or trade of 
apparatus normally used in an 
amateuir station, provided that 
such activity is not conducted on 
a regular basis. 

(4) Music, using a phone 
emission, except as specifically 
provided elsewhere in this 
Section; communications 
inteneded to facilitate a criminal 
act; messages in codes or ciphers 
intended to obscure the meaning 
thereof, except as otherwise 
provided herein; obscene or 
indecent words or language; or 
false or deceptive messaes, 
signals or identification. 


(5) Communications, on a 
regular basis, which could 
reasonably be furnished through 
other radio services. 


(b) An amateur station shall not 
engage in any form of 
broadcasting, mor may an 
amateur station transmit one- 
way communications except as 
specifically provided in these 
rules; nor shall an amateur 
station engage in any activity 
related to program production or 
newsgathering for broadcasting 
purposes, except that 
communications directly related 
to the immediate safety of 
human life or the protection of 
property may by provided by 
amateur stations to broadcasters 
for dissemination to the public 
where no other means of 
communication is reasonably 
available before or at the time of 
the event. 


(c) A control operator may 
accept compensation as an 
incident of a teaching position 
during periods of time when an 
amateur station is used by that 
teacher as a part of classroom 
instruction at an educational 
institution. 


(d) The control operator of a club 
station may accept compensation 
for the periods of time when the 
station is transmitting 


telegraphy practice or 
information bulletins, provided 
that the station transmits such 
telegraphy practice and bulletins 
for at least 40 hours per week; 
schedules operations on at least 
six amateur service MF and HF 
bands using reasonable measures 
to maximize coverage; where the 
schedule of normal operating 
times and frequencies is 
published at least 30 days in 
advance of the actual 
transmissions; and where the 
control operator does not accept 
any direct or indirect 
compensation for any other 
service as a control operator. 


(e) No station shal retransmit 
programs or signals emanating 
from any type of radio station 
other than an amateur station, 
except propagation and weather 
forecast information intended for 
use by the general public and 
originated from United States 
Government stations and 
communications, including 
incidental music originating on 
United States Government 
frequencies between a space 
shuttle and its associated Earth 
stations. Prior approval for 
shuttle retransmissions must be 


obtained from the National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration.

Francisco, and finally to Alaska. 
He was able to make contact on 
40 meters, but 20 meters was 
not possible. After his initial 
introduction to Customs, and the 
loss of the TS140 transceiver, 
everything went well. On the 
way back through Magadan, the 
radio was returned to him!!

The location of 
this storage van would be at the 
Municipality of Anchorage's Fire 
Training Center, which is 
between Alaska Regional 
Hospital and Merrill Field.

Such retransmissions must be fore 
the exclusive use of amateur 
operators. Propagation, weather 
forecasts, and shuttle 
retransmissions may not be 
conducted on a regular basis, but 
only occasionally, as an incident of 
normal amateur radio 
communications. 


(f) No amateur station, except an 
auxiliary, repeater or space station, 
may automatically retransmit the 
radio signals of other amateur 
stations. 
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Rubberducks 


For those users who are using the proverbial "rubber duck" 
antenna, here is a list of the typical LOSS of signal under different 
conditions. Remember that for every 3 db loss, you lose HALF OF 
YOUR POWER. 


‘Typical Body Loss Antenna's 146Mbz 446Mhz 
Hand Held, Vertical -9db 
Quarter Wave <3db =10db 
Telescopic Helical -8db “Idd 
Hand Held, angled 
Quarter Wave “18db 
Telescopic Helical -12db -24db 
Belt Clipped 
Wave “lddb 

Telescopic Helical retracted -38db ~40db 
Telescopic Helical extended -22db “l4db 
‘Typical Building Loss 
Office and High Rise -30db 24db 
Shopping Canters 20db 20db 
Frame Construction 3db db 
Typical Shielding Loss 
8" Concrete Block Wail to -8db 6 to -8db 
8° Solid Concrete Wail or floor without 

steel reinforcing +10 to «18db +10 to -15db 
‘Suspended Metal Walls -20 to -40db 20 to ~40db 
Corners or Narrow Passageways — -15 to -20db +15 to -20db 


So lay that handheld down on the seat beside you, connect a 
handheld mike, but don't use an outside antenna, then run low 
power, and wonder why the repeater, or simplex user has a problem 
hearing you? 


Even holding the handheld up to your face, while trying to drive, 
watch for the other driver, and not miss any yellow, or red lights, 
and you're still pretty low in signal. 


For the best results with your low power handhelds, PLEASE use 
an outside antenna, even a “rubber duck" mounted on a gutter or 
mag mount is better than the same antenna inside that "suspended 
metal walled" vehicle you're driving. 


And start your call , or QSO at the HIGHEST POWER you have 
available, then switch to a lower power to see if you can maintain 
the contact. This gives the repeater, or simplex user the best chance 
of hearing you, and maintaining a good contact.
